RAF Aircraft Collide 


Planes Crash In 
Rain and Explode

LONDON, July 5.—The cause of Britain's worst civil 
aviation disaster, the collision Sunday of two four-engined 
transports which killed 39 persons, apparently was lost 
today in the shredded wreckage. 

None survived the crash of a Swedish DC-6 and a Royal 
Air Force York transport in a rainstorm over Northolt 
airport outside London. 

Investigators despaired of finding the answer to their 
questions in the tangled, flame-scarred remnants of the 
planes and mutilated bodies. 

Apparently exploding when they 
collided, the two planes wheeled 
crazily to earth a quarter of a mile 
apart on either side of a narrow 
valley. The wreckage was scattered 
haphazardly over a wide area, 
and both it and the nearby vege- 
tation was swept by flames.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., July 5.—(BUP)—The United

EXPIRES FRIDAY 

Apparent rejection of Count 
Bernadotte's peace proposals by 
both Arabs and Jews left the UN 
Security Council no alternative but 
to seek an extension of the present 
cease-fire agreement before it ex- 
pires Friday. 

The Bernadotte plan was made 
public only yesterday. But it al- 
ready had been turned down, ac- 
cording to reliable reports, by both 
sides. 

It called for a revision of the 
UN's Palestine Partition Plan which 
would give the Arab half of Pales- 
tine to King Abdullah of Trans- 
Jordan, together with Jerusalem, 
and join Trans-Jordan and an In- 
dependent State of Israel in econo- 
mic and semi-political union. 

Despite the angry reaction it 
brought from Argbs and Jews, UN 
diplomats did not consign Berna- 
dotte’s plan to the scrap heap. They 
noted that it called for a settlement

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Ridiculous VD Tests 


The venereal disease tests imposed by 
law on those who contemplate matrimony 
in Alberta are worse than useless, They 
are absurd. 

The provincial law requires that 
everyone before a marriage may be per- 
formed must produce a certificate show- 
ing that he or she has taken a test for 
venereal disease. All that is necessary is 
take the test, It is not necessary to produce 
any document showing the result of the 
test. 

The large majority of couples take 
this test either on the day of their mar- 
riage or one or two days before, lohg be- 
fore the results could possibly be known, 

Thus, the regulation is ridiculous be- 
cause it is no de*--rent in any sense to the 
marriage of infected persons. 

Indeed, one physician reports to The 
Bulletin that he was treating a man for a 
social disease and in the middle of the 
course of treatments this man went off and 
got married, producing a test certificate 
from another doctor. Of course the infec- 
tion would be discovered in due time. But, 
in all likelihood, the new wife herself 
would be infected before the results were 
known. 


It is admitted that it is a dangerous 
business to forbid marriage on the strength 
of these tests or to make the results known. 
to other than the person who has been 
tested. In some instances the tests show 
positive when the disease is actually not 
present. 4-74 in some American states 
persons about to marry have recovered 
heavy damages from health authorities 
who have interfered with a marriage when 
the test has happened to be wrong. 

But the province can at least require 
a sufficient time to elapse between the test 
and the marriage so that the result of the 
test can be made known before the infect- 
ed man or woman rushes into matrimony 
under a health handicap that is bound to 
cause unhappiness and distress, 

That is to say, no man or woman 
should be permitted to marry until he or 
she not only possesses a certificate show- 
ing that the test has been made but also 
a certificate showing the result of it. 

Few persons with even a smattering 
of decency would venture to marry if they 
knew they were infected. 

The present system is no more than a 
bad and sometimes tragic joke. 


Why Politicians Quit Office 


A great deal of wonder has arisen 
over the announcement that the Rt, Hon. 
J. L. Isley having left his cabinet post 
would also likely resign his seat in the 
house of commons shortly. 

There is much speculation as to why 
a gifted man, at the very peak of his 
career and his powers, should suddenly 
bow out of public life. 

Actually, the real source of astonish- 
ment should not be Mr. Ilsley’s anxiety 
to leave public office but that capable 
men should be enticed into public office 
in the first place. 

Dorothy Thompson wrote an article 
for this page the other day in which she 
expressed amazement that talented men 
should want to be president of the United 
States, 

The office shortens their lives, she 
declared, and exposes them to a deadly 
grind of difficult and thankless toil. 

Well, the reason that gifted men do 


want to be president is the same reason 
why gifted men want to get into public 
office in Canada, 

It is a reason so simple that we 
seldom think of it. 

That reason is this: that these men 
have an honest and sincere desire to serve 
their country. 

We have become so analytical and 
cynical about motives and ambitions that 
we would much rather ascribe to a public 
man some complex greed for power than 
the plain and straightforward wish to be 
of service to his fellows. 

Idealism is much more common in 
public men than the public is willing to 
believe. 

The public figure is spattered with 
abuse, His good faith is impugned ten 
times a day. His intelligence is indicted 
with wanton cruelty. ‘ 

The wonder is not that politicians 
quit. It is that they ever offer themselves 
at all. 


Embarrassing the Church 


At the current Lambeth Conference in 
England, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
has been presented with a petition signed 
by 9,000 persons in thirteen countries, in- 
cluding Canada, which demands that war 
be outlawed. 

Along with this petition the Arch- 
bishop has been handed a large and succu- 
lent portion of embarrassment, 

For what can the Archbishop of 
Canterbury or any other prelate do about 
outlawing war? 

For nearly two thousand years the 
Christian Church has been pointing out 
the way to peace by following the doc- 


trines of the Christian Faith. If the people 
of the world will not adhere to the prin- 
ciples of that faith, the heads of the 
churches can do no more. 

It is not likely that war will be abol- 
ished by a miracle. It is not likely that 
heated and angry and greedy nations will 
listen to the Church before resorting to 
violence if they have not listened very 
attentively in the past two thousand 
years. 

The only thing that will outlaw war 
is a change in men’s hearts. 

And the Church has already pointed 
out the only way in which that change 
may be made.

All our writers who argue 
against such union admit that the 
vast majority of Canadians would 
be better off economically if 
there were no boundary along the 
49th parallel, that is if Canada 
and the U.S.A. were all one coun- 
try. But in any such union, under 
the present political and econo- 
mic set-up in North America, Ca- 
nadians would stand to lose as

In the minds of most Canadians 
the possible losses have so far 
over-balanced the probable gains 
Hence proposals for union with 
the United States have never 
caught on in Canada except by 
fits and starts.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


The Moscow-controlled Comin- 
form's castigation of Yugoslavia's 
colorful and powerful leader, 
Marshall Tito, has backfired in a 
inanner which might produce an 
upheaval in the Soviet hierarchy 
and affect the succession to the 
dictatorship when Stalin re- 
linquishes it, 

Yugoslav Communists have 
taken the surprising action of ap- 
pealing straight to Marshal Stalin 
to repudiate the Cominform 
charges, Tito supporters declare 
hotly that these charges are lies 
and that Stalin ought to slash 
them off the record. 

It's tantamount to calling on 
Stalin to repudiate one of Com- 
munism's greatest figures—a per- 
sonality that has been mentioned 
often as a possible successor to 
the Russian dictatorship. The 
man in the jam is, of course, Col. 
Gen, Andrei B, Danov, hero of 
the 29-month selge of “Leningrad 
by the Germans in the second 
world war, and long at the right 
hand of the Big Boss. 

Danov in 1943 signed the reso- 


lution dissolving the Comintern, 
the general staff for world revolu- 
tion, as a gesture calculated to 
convince the world that global 
revolution was dead. And it is he 
who is credited with being the 
papa of the new Cominform, 
which objective observers gener- 
ally regard as being in reality a 
revival of the Comintern, 

If Stalin repudiated this man 
he would create a seven-day Com- 
munist scandal, If the Generalis- 
simo doesn't repudiate the Com- 
inform, then the breach between 
Yugoslavia and Moscow will be 
widened with far-reaching con- 
sequences. 

But that isn't the whole story 
Unless Stalin himself authorized 
the Cominform action against 
Tito, somebody is responsible for 
putting the big boss on the spot 
And report long has had it that 
anyone who created trouble for 
the dictator paid a heavy price 

One should note here, however, 
that Danov has encountered dif- 
ficulties before and has come 
through with flag flying, 


Australia in both Federal and 
state elections, 

For the federal elections voting 
has been compulsory since 1925, 


An elector who fails to vote is 
fined $6.40 unless he can show 
cause, Enrolment is also compul- 


sory. From 1901 to 1925 voting was 
not compulsory. 

In 1901 the percentage of elec- 
tors who voted was 53.04 for the 
Senate (elected by each state vot- 
ing as one constituency) and 55.69 
for the House of Representatives, 
In 1922 they were 57.95 and 59,36. 

In 1925, with compulsory vot- 
ing, the figures were 91 per cent. 
Since then the percentage has al- 
ways been well above the 90 per 
cent, Figures for the last three 
elections are: 


Year Senate Reps, 
1946 93.97 93,97 
1943 93.31 93,32 
1940 94.75 94.82 


In New South Wales compul- 
sory voting was‘ introduced in 
1930. The voting percentage rose 
from 82.54 in 1927 to94.94 in 1930 
and 96.39 in 1932. In Tasmania 
voting was made compulsory in 
1928. The percentage was 67.25 in 
1925 and 81,90 in 1928. It has since 
been always over 90 per cent. 

Voting has been compulsory in 
Queensland since 1915. The per- 
centage of voters fell to 87.55 ih 


1944 after running over 90 for 
many elections, In South Aus- 
tralia voting was compulsory in 
194, The percentage was 88.53 
compared with 50.69 in 1941 under 
voluntary voting, Voting has been 
compulsory in Victoria’ since 
1926, with a percentage of over 
90 except for 1943 when it was 
87 and 1945 with 87.98.

Whale Meat, 
Margarine 

Editor, Bulletin — A large 


amount of whale meat has reach- 
ed the Vancouver market and has 
been welcomed and enthusiastic- 
ally bought up at 25 cents a 
pound by the hard-pressed house 
wife. Three pounds of good beef 
for the price of one is a pretty 
good cut—anyway it is looked at. 

But, in our enthusiasm for this 
bit of relief from high prices let 
us beware! One must not forget 
the economic effect of such com- 
petition on the producer of beef, 
who is closely allied to the dairy- 
man, It is the obvious job of the 
Canadian dairyman to supply us 
with butter and while he has not 
been able to do this (a worse 
shortage i8 predicted for next 
winter), even at protected prices, 
the government so strongly real- 
izes the “insecurity” of his posi- 


tion that it persists in maintain- 
ing the ban on margarine, even 
in the face of nation-wide de- 


mand for the import and manu- 
facture of this cheap and nutri- 
tive butter substitute. 

What, then, may we expect in 
the way of further restrictions in 
trade in the near future, when 
this new source of cheap food be- 
comes more widely known? Can 
it be that the same government 
which insists on protecting the 
dairy industry from competition 
with margarine will withstand 
the inevitable pressure for like 
protection for the beef producer? 

If it does not withstand, what 
will we, as voting consumers do? 
Trade is the very life-blood of na- 
tions and every restriction of this 
kind is like a tourniquet on the 
body politic. They simply should 
not be tolerated. The world to- 
day is hampered on all sides by 
trade restrictions and we all suf- 
fer in consequence, 

Remember the words of the 
economist Adam Smith: “If goods 
do not flow across the border, 
soldiers soon will"! It trade 
flowed freely in the world today 
we would not now be thinking of 
the possibility of war,

This P.S., who prefers to air his views under the name 
of ‘Old Amateur and Pro’ (his real handle will be supplied 
upon receipt of five box-tops, appropriately inscribed), 
is particularly steamed up over the CAHA definition of 
an,amateur. In that the Olympics are in the offing his

“The CAHA constitutign of 1948 gives the definition 
of an amateur as ‘one who either has not engaged or is 
not engaged in professional hockey’,” he writes. 

“As well Dr. W. G. Hardy, president of the HA 
—whatever that means—is quoted to the effect that 
this definition is more sensible than others. 

“Does this mean to say that the CAHA is more in- 
velligent than other sports organizations?” Old Amateur 
and Pro wants to know.

It’s An Exacting Code 


It appears that the gentleman with an axe to grind 
over what constitutes an amateur has done some re- 
search. He wanted to track down what seemed like a good 
definition of an amateur. In all he dug up seven that had 
merit. 

Surprisingly all seven added up to about the same 
thing . . . added up to what will govern participation in 
the Olympics, opening in London later in the month. 

Athletes who would emulate the Greeks and those 
who have come after since the first Olympiad must mea- 
sure up to the following definition of an amateur: 

“An amateur is one whose connection with sport is, 
and always has been, solely for pleasure and for the phy- 
sical and moral benefits he derives therefrom without 
material gain of any kind, direct or indirect.” 

We have always suspected, particularly since the 
blow-up over Olympic hockey last winter precipitated 
by Avery Brundage of the US, that the Olympic cqde. 
was a scorcher. Now we know for certain.

Play Along Barbarous Lines 


Mr. Old Amateur and Pro puts it like this: “Because 
of the ridiculous stand of the CAHA on the question of 
amateurism Canada is all but isolated from the rest of 
the hockey world.” 

In other words the CAHA, trying to have its cake 
and eat it too, gets away with the feat, except once in 
every four years. As soon as it becomes necessary for 
Canada to compete on an international basis the conveni- 
ent CAHA conception of amateurism won't stand the test. 

“Hockey is one of the finest games played but the 
administration is very weak,” our man concludes, “The 
CAHA could make many improvements in the game if 
they so desired.” 

He suggests that barbarous methods of play are con- 
doned in that the rule book is not enforced. As well he is 
pretty certain that the CAHA constitution is filled with 
absurdities, -not the least of which is the aforementioned 
definition of an amateur. 

Mr. Old Amateur and Pro may get somewhere if 
he plans'a one-man gang effort against the policies 
of the CAHA. However the chances are slim. For one 
thing the governing body has enjoyed a run of highly 
successful seasons, financially and otherwise. 

And nothing succeeds like success, even if you call it 
by a name like shamateurism.
